I  beg  to  submit  my  ANNUAL  REPORT  for  the  year  1914. 
Copies  of  this  report  have  been  forwarded  to  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board,  Home  Office  and  County  Council. 

The  District  consists  of  Whitchurch,  Overton,  and  St. 
Mary  Bourne,  with  various  adjoining  parishes. 

The  subsoil  is  chalk,  with  some  light  loam  and  gravel. 

The  population  is  chiefly  occupied  with  Agriculture,  also 
in  a  Paper  Mill,  a  Jam  Factory,  and  a  Silk  Mill.

There  were  3  illegitimate  Births  in  the  District  during  the 
year,  2  in  Whitchurch  and  1  in  St.  Mary  Bourne,  and  no  death 
of  an  illegitimate  infant. 

The  Death  Rate  in  1914  was  the  highest  since  1908.  This 
was  to  a  great  extent  due  to  the  very  large  number  of  old  people 
who  died  during  the  year,  29  were  70  or  over,  16  were  80  or  over, 
and  4  were  over  90  years  of  age.  The  last  9  death  ceitificates 
received  in  1914  gave  an  average  of  over  80  years  of  age.

INFLUENZA  was  prevalent  in  the  Spring  and  again  at 
the  end  of  December,  but  there  were  no  fatal  cases. 

DIPHTHERIA. — Towards  the  end  of  February,  1914,  three 
cases  were  notified  in  Whitchurch,  two  of  the  cases — one  a  child 
and  one  an  adult — being  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
The  third  case — a  child — was  treated  at  home  and  died.  In 
March  three  more  cases  from  the  house  where  the  case  had 
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died  were  notified,  and  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  One 
other  case  a  child,  was  notified  in  March  from  Whitchurch,  being 
a  brother  of  the  case  first  notified  in  February.  No  further 
case  occurred  till  the  end  of  July,  when  a  child  at  Whitchurch 
was  found  to  be  suffering  from  it.  This  was  a  mild  case,  and  the 
patient  was  able  to  be  isolated  at  home.  Anti  toxic  Serum  was 
administered  to  those  who  had  been  in  contact,  and  no  further 
cases  were  found.  The  house  and  surroundings  were  above 
reproach,  and  no  cause  could  be  found. 

On  August  7  an  adult,  who  had  been  away  from  Whit¬ 
church,  returned  home,  and  was  found  to  have  diphtheria.  This 
was  treated  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  last  case  in  Whitchurch  was  on  October  19,  when  a  mild 
case  occurred,  and  was  treated  at  home. 

In  the  Autumn  some  cases  occurred  at  Overton,  the  first  on 
September?.  This  was  treated  at  home.  On  October  8  another 
case  was  notified.  I  visited  Overton  the  same  day,  saw  the 
Doctor,  in  attendance,  and  advised  removal  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital,  as  the  surroundings  were  not  good.  This  case  was 
living  close  to  the  house  where  the  previous  case  occurred,  and 
the  same  woman  had  been  looking  after  both  cases.  Another 
woman  and  her  two  children  had  been  staying  in  the  house,  but 
the  children  had  been  removed  the  previous  day. 

At  the  Medical  Attendant’s  request,  I  visited  and  injected 
serum  to  these  three  contacts,  and  their  throats  were  swabbed, 
and  the  mother  found  to  have  diphtheria.  She  was  taken  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

The  house  was  at  once  disinfected,  and  no  more  cases 
occurred  there. 

On  October  18  another  case  was  notified  from  Overton,  and 
the  patient  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  on  October  19. 
This  case  lived  two  miles  from  the  others  and  had  no  connec¬ 
tion  with  them. 
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A  cesspool  had  been  emptied  and  the  contents  distributed 
over  the  garden  some  weeks  before,  and  sore  throats  had  been 
prevalent  with  some  occupants  of  this  and  the  adjoining  house 
for  some  weeks  previously.  The  house  and  surroundings  were 
in  excellent  order.  On  November  13  a  child  at  Quidhampton 
was  notified  as  having  diphtheria.  I  visited  the  house  the  same 
day  and  conferred  with  the  Doctor  attending  the  case.  The 
child  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  the  same  day.  Here 
there  was  no  definite  connection  with  the  other  cases,  and  no 
cause  found. 

The  last  case  from  Oveiton  occurred  on  November  27,  and 
the  child  removed  to  the  Hospital. 

Nearly  all  these  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  1914  (16  in  number) 
were  of  a  mild  type,  and  it  is  particularly  these  mild  cases  that 
are  liable  to  be  overlooked  and  so  spread  infection. 

SCARLET  FEVER. — Two  casts  were  notified,  one  at  Whit¬ 
church  in  June.  This  was  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
and  one  at  Overton  at  the  end  of  December.  This  latter  was 
an  imported  case,  and  was  treated  at  home. 

ENTERIC  FEVER  (TYPHOID). — No  case  was  notified  during 
the  year. 

ERYSIPELAS. — Eleven  cases  were  notified — 2  from  Overton 
and  9  from  Whitchurch.  There  is  nothing  special  to  record  in  any 
of  these  cases. 

DIARRHOEA  AND  ENTERITIS. — One  fatal  case  was 
reported  but  these  diseases  were  not  prevalent  during  the  year. 

CANCER. — Six  deaths  occurred,  one  in  the  Workhouse 
Infirmary. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. — One  case  was  notified  from  St.  Mary 
Bourne  ;  the  patient  unfortunately  died. 

MEASLES. — There  was  an  outbreak  at  Overton  in  February, 
and  partly  on  this  account  the  Schools  there  were  closed. — 
Measles  were  prevalent  in  April  and  May  in  Whitchurch. 
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CHICKEN-POX. — A  few  cases  occurred  during  the  year. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. — A  severe  epidemic  occurred  at  Over¬ 
toil  in  the  spring  and  six  deaths  resulted  from  it.  There  was  an 
epidemic  at  Laverstoke  in  June  and  July,  and  at  Whitchurch  in 
July  a?nd  August. 

MUMPS.— A  few  cases  occurred. 

PULMONARY  TUBERCULOSIS. — Eight  cases  were  notified 
as  against  sixteeen  in  1913.  One  was  a  soldier  whx>  was  staying 
here  a  few  weeks — an  imported  case.  Three — two  males  and  one 
female — were  under  20  years  and  one  was  a  patient  of  70  years 
old,  who  died  of  another  disease  shortly  afterwards.  One  was  a 
women  aged  39,  who  lived  in  a  small  house  with  her  husband  and 
a  large  family  undei  conditions  that  would  most  certainly  spread 
the  disease.  The  Landlord  arranged  that  a  larger,  better 
house  should  be  provided.  Of  these  eight  cases  four  were  able  to 
get  sanatorium  treatment  and  one,  for  whom  arrangements  had 
been  made,  eventually  refused  to  go.  After  the  removal  of  any 
of  these  cases  the  rooms  are  always  disinfected  or  in  case  of  death. 

A  stock  of  Sputum  Pots  is  provided  by  the  Council  and  sup¬ 
plied  to  patients  when  required. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL. — This  has  been  used  a  great  part 
of  the  year  and  without  it  I  am  convinced  there  would  have  been 
two  big  epidemics  of  Diphtheria,  one  at  Whitchurch  at  the  begin- 
ing  of  the  year  and  one  at  Overton  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year. 

Thirteen  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  one  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
admitted  during  the  year.  Accommodation  is  provided  for 
twelve  cases,  and  is  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  district.  Some 
repairs  are  very  much  needed  to  the  roof  of  the  verandah,  through 
which  in  wet  weather  the  rain  comes  in  in  many  places. 

HOUSE  REFUSE  AND  RUBBISH. — This  is  removed  by  the 
Scavenger  twice  a  week  at  Whitchurch  and  once  a  week  at 
Overton.  Sanitary  dustbins  with  proper  covers  should  be  used 
instead  of  boxes  and  pails. 
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Tile  present  arrangement  for  collecting  refuse  is  most 
unsatisfactory.  The  cart  used  is  a  shallow  one  from  which  paper 
and  dust  blow  about  the  roads  after  collection.  What  is  urgently 
needed  is  a  covered  sanitary  cart  with  a  low  axle. 

PIGGERIES  NEAR  DWELLINGS.— Little  trouble  has  been 
caused  by  these  this  year. 

THE  SLAUGHTERHOUSES  in  Whitchurch  and.  Overton 
have  been  inspected,  cleansed  and  whitewashed.  One  in  Whit¬ 
church  was  found  to  be  in  a  very  bad  condition,  and  was  remedied 
after  your  Inspector  had  written  to  the  tenant. 

THE  DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS,  of  which  33  are  registered, 
have  been  inspected  under  the  Model  Regulations  of  the  Local 
Government  Board,  adopted  in  January,  1605,  ana  in  most  cases 
found  fail ly  satisfactory,  although  in  some  cases  limewashing 
had  not  been  done,  or  else  done  badly.  The  yards  might  be  kept 
in  a  cleaner  state.  A  case  was  reported  to  your  Council  that 
whilst  visiting  cowsheds  with  the  Inspector  the  M.O.H.  saw  a 
milker  with  extremely  dirty  hands  dip  his  right  hand  in  the 
pail  of  milk  befoie  commencing  to  milk.  He  said  he  always  did 
this.  Uniess  acxion  is  taken  by  your  Council  in  such  a  glaring 
case  as  this  the  Model  Regulations  that  you  have  adopted  become 
more  or  less  a  dead  letter. 

THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS,  of  which  there  are  6  in  the 
District,  appear  to  be  in  a  good  sanitaiy  condition  and  are 
provided  with  a  separate  water  supply.  Medical  inspection  of 
school  children  is  caned  out  periodically  under  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  The  following  Schools  were  closed  on  my 
recommendation  : — 

Overton  Boys  School — February  16  to  March  9,  measles 
and  whooping  cough. 

Overton  Girls  School — Febiuary  16  to  March  9,  measles 
and  whooping  cough. 
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Overtoil  Infants  School — Feb.  16  to  March  9,  measles 
and  whooping  cough. 

Laverstoke  School — June  22  to  August  3 — Whooping  cough. 

Whitchurch  Infants  School — July  27  to  July  31 — Whooping 
cough. 

THE  BAKEHOUSES,  of  which  there  are  10  in  your  District, 
have  been  inspected  and  found  fairly  satisfactory,  and  lime¬ 
washing  has  been  regularly  performed.  There  is  no  underground 
bakehouse  in  the  District. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  have  been  inspected  and  all 
found  satisfactory. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  yeai  a  circular  was  received,  asking 

that  special  inspection  should  be  made  at  the  Jam  Factory,  as 

some  of  the  product  was  being  supplied  to  the  troops.  With 

your  Inspector  1  visited  the  Factory  and  found  there  was  no 

♦ 

cause  for  complaint. 

During  the  year  this  Factory  was  visited,  especially  during 
the  fruit  season,  and  everything  found  satisfactory. 

DISINFECTION  OF  PREMISES,  BEDDING  AND  CLOTHING 

where  infectious  disease  has  occurred,  has  been  car, ied  out  by 
your  Sanitary  Inspector,  either  by  the  Ligner  apparatus  or  by 
vaporisation  of  Formaldehyde  Gas  by  the  Calogen  Fumigators. 

DRAINAGE. — No  regular  system  of  Sewerage  exists,  but  in 
some  parts  of  Whitchurch  and  Overton  drains  and  gutters  have 
been  laid  for  the  conveyance  of  surface  water  usually  to  the  river 
Test. 

A  good  deal  of  nuisance  was  caused  by  some  of  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  Bell  Street,  Whitchurch,  emptying  their  slops  into  the 
street,  and  as  the  surface  channel  runs  almost  the  whole  length 
of  the  street  without  any  gratings  this  gave  rise  to  many  com¬ 
plaints. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. — By  Wells  and  Tube  Pumps,  more 
particularly  the  latter  in  the  case  of  new  houses. 

Four  Tube  Pumps  are  provided  for  public  use  in  Whitchurch, 
and  four  in  Overton. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  generally  good  and  the  supply 
sufficient. 

Many  samples  of  water  have  been  examined  as  required,  and 
certificates  for  the  supply  of  new  houses  granted. 

DISPOSAL  OF  EXCREMENT  is  mainly  on  the  pail  system. 
A  few  cemented  vaults  and  old  pits  still  remain  ;  usually  the  pails 
are  emptied  twice  a  week  in  the  Whitchurch  and  Overton  locali¬ 
ties,  but  the  pails  are  not  cleaned,  neither  is  earth  nor  ashes 
used. 

DUST. — Various  complaints  have  been  made  to  me  about 
the  nuisance  aiising  from  the  clouds  of  dust  in  Whitchurch. 
The  present  watering  whilst  slightly  improving  matters  is  quite 
inadequate  to  cope  with  a  condition  that  is  from  a  public  health 
standpoint  very  deleterious  to  health.  During  the  pabt  few 
years  the  amount  of  traffic  has  considerably  increased  and  its 
character  has  altered,  and  the  clouds  of  dust  arising  therefrom 
force  people  whose  homes  are  situated  anywhere  near  the  road  to 
shut  their  windows,  thereby  depriving  houses  of  necessary  venti¬ 
lation.  This  is  prejudicial  to  health,  as  is  also  the  dust  which 
settles  on  meat  and  other  food  exposed  for  sale.  Unless  a  real 
effort  is  made  to  deal  with  this  nuisance  no  good  will  result. 
What  is  needed  is  to  remove  the  diibt  that  ib  often  lying  an 
inch  or  more  thick  in  some  placeb  and  this  should  be  done  at 
least  tluee  times  a  week. 

THE  COUNTY  LABORATORY. — Many  specimens  of  material 
from  Diphtheria  and  Tuberculosis  cases  were  sent  from  the 
District,  and  reports  issued. 
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FOOD  AND  DRUG  ACT. — All  food  inspected  has  been  found 
to  be  fit  for  human  consumption. 

The  following  samples  of  food  were  taken  by  the  County 
Inspector  for  analysis,  and  found  to  be  genuine  : —

HOUSING  AND  NEW  HOUSES.— In  1914,  28  new  houses 
were  built. 

A  long  standing  case  of  overcrowding  in  Whitchurch  was 
eventually  remedied  and  the  house  closed.  For  some  of  the 
houses  built  of  recent  years  a  rent  is  demanded  which  the  tenant 
cannot  afford  unless  he  takes  in  lodgers,  thereby  to  a  great 
extent  nullifying  for  his  own  family  the  advantages  of  a  larger 
house. 

HOUSING  AND  TOWN  PLANNING  ACT,  1909.— Inspections 
under  this  Act  have  been  carried  out  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
under  my  supervision,  195  houses  being  inspected. 

Under  Section  17  two  dwelling  houses  were  found  unfit  for 
human  habitation. 

Under  Section  15,  defects  were  reported  in  67  cases,  and  65 
of  these  were  remedied  by  the  action  of  your  Inspector. 

On  Table  V.  is  a  Summary  of  the  work  done  by  the  Inspector 
of  Nuisances,  who  has  been  most  courteous  and  helpful. 

BILLETING. — It  having  been  decided  that  nearly  1200  men 
of  the  7th  (Service)  Battalion  of  the  Loyal  North  Lancashire 
Regiment  should  be  billeted  in  Whitchurch,  I  consulted  on  Dec.  1 
with  the  Medical  Officer  attached  to  the  troops,  and  arranged 
with  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  as  to  various  sanitary 
matters  in  co n  nection  therewith.  On  Dec.  3  the  tro o  ps  arrived , 
and  were  billeted,  and  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  no  case  of 
infectious  illness  was  notified  to  me. 
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It  was  arranged  that  the  Scavenger  should  empty  the  pails 
every  night  instead  of  three  times  a  week,  and  this  arrange¬ 
ment  has  been  quite  satisfactory.  With  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances 
I  visited  the  billets  and  condemned  a  few  cases  for  overcrowding, 
and  where  cleanliness  had  not  been  observed,  but  in  most  cases 
the  people  had  done  their  best  to  make  the  troops  happy  and 
comfortable,  and  had  succeeded.  Some  of  the  bedrooms  for  the 
men  were  as  good  as  the  accommodation  given  to  the  officers. 

A  copy  of  the  Weekly  Summary  of  Infectious  Diseases  has 
been  given  each  week  to  t hie  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  troops 
in  this  District.
